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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments wjth respect to claims 1-17,28-31 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 13-17 and 30-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not disclose 
an annuloplasty ring comprising the combination of overlaid layers of graft material and 
the features of claims 1 3-1 7 and 30-31 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,2,4-16,28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Loch et al. US PN 6,174,332. 

4. Loch et al. discloses in figures 1,2,3A, and lines 8 of col. 3 through line 16 of col. 
4 an annuloplasty ring comprising overlaid layers of pericardial tissue 60,60 surrounding 
an elastic metal or plastic support structure 50. Ring further includes external suture 
support structure 52. External support structure 32 continues around the periphery to 
form an open mesh. Adhesive is disclosed to further maintain the integrity of the ring 
body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Loch et 
al. US PN 6,174,332 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Northrup, III US 
PN 5,709,695 

Loch et al. meets the structural limitations of claim 3 as described above but 
lacks the express written disclosure of the pericardial tissue being autologous. Northrup, 
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III teaches in lines 10-15 of col. 6 an annuloplasty ring comprising autologous 
pericardial tissue in order to provide increased biocompatibility. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to modify the annuloplasty ring disclosed by Loch et al. by using 
autologous tissue as taught by Northrup, III in order to provide increased 
biocompatibility. 

7, Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Loch et 
al. US PN 6,174,332 as applied to claims 1,4,14-16 above, and further in view of 
Gabbay US PN 6,368,348. (note the effective filing date of at least claim 17 is 
01/12/2001 due to the disclosure of provisional application 60/176,046 thereby enabling 
Gabbay as prior art) 

Loch et al. meets the structural limitations of claim 17 as described above but 
lacks the express written disclosure of using purse string sutures. Gabbay teaches in 
lines 48-65 of col 6 an annuloplasty ring comprising purse string sutures in order to 
provide an adjustability mechanism. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to modify the annuloplasty ring disclosed by Loch et al. by using purse 
string sutures as taught by Gabbay in order to provide an adjustability mechanism.
